Sewerage  of  Bitterne  and  Bitterne  Manor. 

The  Drainage  of  Bitterne  Village  has  been  supervised  as 
hitherto  by  a  Committee,  consisting  of  members  of  the  District 
Council  acting  in  conjunction  with  members  of  the  Parish  Council 
and  Representative  Ratepayers. 

No  special  features  have  arisen,  the  arrangements  working 
satisfactorily. 

Bitterne  Manor  Sewerage. 

The  sewers  and  Outfall  Works  on  the  Bitterne  Manor  Estate 
have  been  completed  (after  delay  caused  by  a  strike  of  the 
navvies,  and  weather  conditions),  and  the  system  is  now  in  working 
order. 

Difficulty  was  experienced  by  the  Contractor  in  coping  with 
the  enormous  quantity  oi  suo-soil  water  met  with  in  excavating 
for  the  sewers. 

Houses  already  connected  with  the  sewers  number  75,  and 
10  connections  are  in  hand.  Cess-pools  are  being  cleaned  out 
and  filled  in 
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Outfall  Works,  Rampart  Road. 

The  Local  Government  Board  sanctioned  the  borrowing 
by  the  Council  of  £i,ioo,  to  defray  excess  expenditure  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  Bitterne  Manor  Estate  occasioned  by  the  extra 
cost  of  Sea  Wall,  filter  bed,  and  additions  necessitated  by  increase 
in  population,  but  there  are  various  savings  on  the  actual  cost 
as  compared  with  the  estimates. 

Sewers. — The  actual  cost  of  laying  the  sewers  on  the  Bitterne 
Manor  Estate  was  £1,962  9s.  rod.  £2,027  3d.  has  been 

recovered  from  Frontagers  under  their  covenants  with  the  National 
Land  Corporation,  the  benefit  of  which,  as  stated  in  the  last 
Report,  has  been  assigned  to  the  Council.  The  Engineering 
Expenses  and  cost  of  collection  remain  to  be  paid,  after  the  final 
payment  to  the  Contractor. 

Gas  is  the  power  used  at  the  Pumping  Station,  and  an  engine- 
driver  has  been  appointed. 

A  fire  box  and  appliances  have  been  fixed  by  the  Bitterne 
Parish  Council  to  the  boundary  wall  of  the  Outfall  Works  for 
use  in  case  of  fire. 


Chessel  Estate. 

The  basis  of  an  Agreement  has  been  arrived  at  between 
the  District  Council,  the  Itchen  Urban  District  Council,  and  the 
Southampton  Garden  Suburb  Promotors  to  drain  about  280 
houses  if  and  when  erected  on  the  Estate  in  the  Parish  of  Itchen, 
into  the  Council’s  Sewers,  the  sewage  to  be  dealt  with  at  the 
Bitterne  Manor  Outfall  Works  at  a  rate  to  be  fixed,  and  a  Sub- 
Committee  will  report  on  the  terms. 

The  draft  Agreement  is  in  hand  and  also  an  Agreement 
between  the  Southampton  Garden  Suburbs  Ltd.  and  the  London 
&  South-Western  Railway  Co.,  to  carry  the  sewer  under  the  line 
of  Railway  on  the  South-Eastern  side  of  the  Northam  Bridge 
Road  to  connect  the  sewers  on  the  Bitterne  Manor  Estate. 

North  and  South  Stoneham  Drainage. 

The  system  has  been  supervised  as  hitherto  by  a  Committee 
consisting  of  members  of  the  District  Council,  and  members  of 
the  North  and  South  Stoneham  Parish  Councils. 
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Theyconsumption  of  coal  at  the  Air  Compressing  Station, 
Swaythling,  during  the  past  five  years  has  been  as  follows  : — 
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Offensive  Trades  at  Millbrook. 

Proceedings  before  the  County  Justices  were  taken  in  April 
1913,  against  Mr.  Tom  Hobbs  for  establishing  the  trades  of  a 
Tripe  Boiler  and  Gut  Scraper,  and  carrying  on  the  latter  trade 
without  the  permission  of  the  Council  as  required  by  the  Public 

Health  Act,  1875.  .  ,  r  /■  j  /• 

The  Defendant  was  convicted  and  fined  £5,  £1,  and  £i, 
and  costs  £3  4s.  od.,  £i  8s.  od.,  and  £i  8s.  od.  respectively. 


Scavenging  at  Hamble. 

The  scavenging  of  House  refuse,  etc.,  at  Hamble  has  been 
supervised  as  hitherto  by  the  Hamble  Parish  Council  (to  whorn 
the  District  Council  delegated ^heir  powers  for  the  purpose),  and 
the  arrangement  is  working  satisfactorily. 


Revision  of  Bye-Laws. 

This  matter  is  still  under  consideration  by  the  Council. 

On  the  7th  August,  Dr.  Carnwath  (Medical  Inspector)  and 
Mr.  Worsley  (Architect)  inspected  the  District  on  behalf  of  the 
Local  Government  Board. 


Gipsies  at  Bitterne  Manor. 

Bitterne  Manor  has  been  less  frequently  visited  by  Gipsies 
this  year. 

Parish  of  Botley  and  Titchfield  District  Gas. 

The  Council  opposed  the  Titchfield  District  Gas  Bill  in 
Parliamentary  Committee,  as  the  Parish  of  Botley  was  proposed 
to  be  included  in  the  limits  of  supply  while  the  Southampton 
Gas  Co.  were  prepared  to  give  an  efficient  supply  of 
and  better.  Eventually  with  the  help  of  \\ .  Frank  Parkins 
Esq.,  M.P.  (to  whom  a  vote  of  thanks  was  passed)  Botley  was 

deleted  from  the  Bill. 

Schultze  Co.,  Ltd.,  Millbrook. 

The  Council,  after  a  statutory  local  enquiry,  assented  to  the 
Schultze  Co.  erecting  a  Magazine  for  the  storage  of  explosives 
at  Redbridge.  Millbrook.

Road  Board  Grant,  Bassett. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  County  Council  the  Council 
have  received  £70,  a  grant  from  the  Road  Board  towards  the 
surface  graniting  and  tarring  of  Alma  Road  and  Burgess  Street, 
Bassett. 

Flooding  at  the  Ford,  North  End,  North  Stoneham. 

Complaints  have  been  made  by  the  Eastleigh  Urban  District 
Council,  Hursley  Rural  District  Council  and  Chandler’s  Ford 
Parish  Council  that  the  road  at  the  Ford,  North  End,  has  been 
flooded  during  the  year,  and  the  Council  renewed  their  offer 
made  in  1903  to  bear  a  share  of  the  cost  of  building  a  bridge 
if  the  Eastleigh  Urban  District  Council  and  the  Hursley  Rural 
District  Council  were  prepared  to  join,  as  the  bridge  would  be 
for  the  benefit  of  all  the  Districts,  and  the  property  on  the 
North  side  of  the  road  is  rated  to  the  Hursley  Rural  District 
Council.  The  two  latter  Councils  at  present  decline  to  join  in 
the  proposition. 
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The  Agents  for  the  Owner  through  whose  land  the  stream 
below  runs,  were  asked  to  clear  obstructions  to  help  prevent  the 
flooding,  which  proved  effective  some  years  ago. 

The  County  Council  Main  Roads  Committee  have  taken  the 
matter  up  and  are  convening  a  Conference  of  Representatives  of 
^e  County  Council,  the  Chandler’s  Ford  Parish  Council,  the 
Fastleigh  Urban  District  Council,  the  Hursley  Rural  District 
Council,  and  the  South  Stoneham  Rural  District  Council  to 
consider  the  question  of  the  provision  of  a  bridge,  &c. 


Electricity  Extensions. 

Extensions  have  been  made  during  the  year  by  Southampton 
Corporation  under  Consent  Orders 

Chilworth — To  “  Chilworth  Towers,”  “  Chilworth  Court,” 
“  Chilworth  Manor  ”  and  “  Ingersley.” 

Bitterne — Chessel  Estate  (Southampton  Garden  Suburb). 

Bitterne  Parish. 

The  Bitterne  Parish  Council  have  not  yet  adopted  the  Lighting 
and  Watching  Act,  1835,  although  it  is  understood  they  have 
asked  for  terms  from  the  Southampton  Gas  Co.  for  Gas,  and  the 
Southampton  Corporation  for  Electricity  for  public  and  private 
lighting. 

The  proposals  will  be  carefully  considered  in  the  interest  of 
Ratepayers  in  Bitterne  with  due  regard  to  the  control  of  the 
District  Roads. 


Improvements. 

The  following  improvements  have  been  carried  out  during 
the  year : — 

Bursledon — Direction  post  (2  arms)  erected  at  the  corner 
of  "  Windhover.” 

Hound — Grange  Lane  (Junction  with  Portsmouth  Road), 
widened  3  feet  for  about  50  yards. 

Millbrook — Wimpson  Lane  widened  by  filling  up  ditch. 

North  Stoneham — Dangerous  corner  opposite  N.W.  corner 
of  Swaythling  Park  rounded  off  and  ventilating  shaft 
set  back.  Mr.  J.  E.  A.  Willis  Fleming  kindly  gave  the 
land  in  order  that  the  improvement  could  be  effected. 

Footpath  in  Burgess  Street  made  up  for  about  50  yards. 
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Rail  over  footbridge  at  North  End  renewed. 

Culvert  at  North  End  (Woodside)  replaced  with  concrete 
tubes. 

Culvert  at  North  End  reconstructed  (Eastleigh  Urban 
District  Council  bore  half  the  cost). 

South  Stoneham — Ditch  in  Woodmill  Lane  (opposite  Manor 
Farm  Road)  piped  and  filled  in  by  Lord  Swaythling 
in  making  an  entrance  to  his  residence.

District  Council  bore  half  the  expense).

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1913. 


Botley. 

Gentlemen, 

In  writing  my  Report  I  am  endeavouring  to  conform  to  the 
wishes  of  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
and  of  the  Hampshire  County  Council. 

PHYSICAL  FEATURES. 

The  District  is  made  up  of  hilly  country,  the  soils  varying, 
principally  gravel,  clay,  and  loam,  the  levels  extending  from 
sea-level  to  a  fairly  high  elevation  ;  a  large  proportion  is  rural, 
but  parts  of  Bitterne  and  North  and  South  Stoneham  are  of  an 
urban  character. 

OCCUPATIONS. 

In  the  rural  parts  the  population  is  engaged  in  agriculture 
and  market  gardening  ;  the  more  urban  parts  are  inhabited  by 
artisans  and  members  of  ship’s  crews,  etc. 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  area,  but  a  slight  increase 
in  population  during  the  year. 

HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  accommodation  for  the  working  classes  is  adequate, 
and  for  the  most  part  fit  for  habitation  ;  there  'is  sufficiency  of 
open  space  about  the  houses,  and  the  surroundings  are  cleanly. 
There  are  very  few  wooden  buildings. 

There  is  no  recognised  area  occupied  by  Gipsies  or  Van 
dwellers. 

The  migratory  population  is  small. 

There  are  a  few  strawberry  pickers. 

These  have  no  difficulty  in  finding  lodgings  in  the  locality. 

CANAL  BOATS.  None. 

SUPERVISION  OVER  ERECTION  OF  NEW  HOUSES. 

This  is  very  extensive  under  Model  Bye-Laws  Public  Health 
Act,  1875.,  Sec.  157 ;  Public  Health  Amendment  Act,  1890, 
Sec.  23.  full  Urban  Powers  ;  and  Public  Health  Water  Act,  1878. 

There  were  81  new  houses  erected  in  the  District,  of  these 
63  were  supplied  by  South  Hants,  and  18  by  wells.

Plans  are  deposited  for  approval  by  the  District  Council  ; 
s^ct  supervision  by  the  building  Surveyor  during  erection. 

ACTION  TAKEN  UNDER  THE  HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES 
ACT,  THAT  IS  HOUSING  TOWN  PLANNING  ACT,  I909 

Notices  served  in  1913  for  114  houses,  including  Closing 
Orders  for  houses,  4  unfit  for  habitation,  with  the  result  that 
some  of  these  houses  were  repaired  and  made  habitable,  whilst 
^e  work  is  being  carried  out  in  others.  (See  Inspector’s  Report, 
Table  VI.,  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  1909). 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

A  large  part  of  the  district  is  supplied  by  the  South  Hants 
Water  Company.  Hedge  End,  Botley,  Bitterne,  part  of  Bursle- 
don,  Chilworth,  Hamble,  Hound,  Millbrook,  North  and  South 
Stoneham,  and  West  End  have  the  mains  laid  on.  Where  not 
available,  the  supply  is  from  wells. 

These  are  supervised  and  in  the  case  of  a  new  house,  an 
analysis  is  made  ;  this  is  done  in  any  doubtful  case 

During  the  year  I  have  analysed  15  samples  of  water,  of  these 
I  IS  unfit  and  has  been  dealt  with.  (See  Table  IV.,  Inspector’s 
Report  re  Water  Samples.) 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

Regulations  as  to  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  Act — Bye-Laws 
adopted  under  Dairies  Order,  1885.  Water  Supply  to  Dairy 
Farms,  fairly  good.  Cleanliness,  ventilation  and  condition 
of  Cowsheds,  good  generally.  Cubic  space  good,  in  some  up  to 
2,000  cubic  feet  per  cow.  The  cows  are  mostly  fed  on  grass, 
roots,  cake,  etc.,  not  stalled  but  turned  out  to  feed.  Grains  are 
used  occasionally,  the  storage  of  which  is  supervised. 

The  character  and  quality  of  the  milk  produced  within  the 
District  are  good. 


FOOD  INSPECTION,  &C. 

No  action  has  been  taken  this  year  in  respect  of  diseased 
meat. 

The  Slaughter  Houses  have  been  inspected. 

The  Bakehouses  have  been  inspected,  also  Cowsheds, 
Dairies  and  Milk  Shops. 
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DRAINAGE,  SEWAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

There  are  two  systems  of  drainage.  Bitterne  drains  into 
Woolston  area,  which  has  the  Septic  Tank  System. 

Another  system  is  being  carried  out  [for  the  lower  part  of 
Bitterne,  this  is  well  on  toward  completion.  In  the  North  and 
South  Stoneham  system  the  sewage  is  ejected  by  compressed 
air  to  the  compressing  station  at  Mansbridge.  System  ^tering 
tanks  and  beds  to  sludge  beds,  downward  filteration  and  effluent 
into  River  Itchen. 

POLLUTION  OF  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

None. 

EXCREMENT  AND  REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

Where  a  system,  houses  drain  into  sewers  ;  during  the  year 
96  houses  connected  with  the  public  sewers. 

In  other  cases  the  earth  system  is  largely  adopted. 

REMOVAL  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE. 

The  Parish  Council  of  Hamble  have  undertaken  the  scaveng¬ 
ing  of  the  village.  In  other  Parishes  house  refuse,  ashes,  etc., 
are  used  on  the  land. 

The  Council  does  not  carry  out  scavenging.

Table  I.  is  a  tabulated  statement  of  nuisances  abated  in 
comphance  with  my  notices,  particulars  of  which  have,  from  time 
to  time,  been  placed  before  the  District  Council. 

Table  II.  is  an  account  of  my  visits  to  the  Slaughter  Houses, 
Bakehouses,  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  Milkshops,  Bone  and  Fat-Boiling 
Works,  and  Petroleum  and  Carbide  Stores,  etc. 

Table  III.  gives  particulars  of  newly-erected  houses  and 
other  buildings  in  the  District,  inspected  for  the  purpose  of  seeing 
that  the  requirements  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  and  the 
Public  Health  (Water)  Act,  1878,  are  complied  with,  having  regard 
to  water-supply,  ashpit  and  closet  accommodation  ;  together  with 
the  Building  Bye-Laws  of  this  District,  due  regard  being  given 
to  enforce  the  requirements  as  to  materials,  mode  of  construction 
and  ventilation  of  buildings  generally,  also  as  to  drains  and  cess¬ 
pools,  paving  of  yards,  and  many  other  sanitary  requirements. 

Table  TV.  is  an  account  of  samples  of  water  collected  and 
submitted  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  analysis,  with  the 
results  of  same.  Some  of  the  samples  were  taken  in  consequence 
of  inspection  under  the  Housing,  Town-Planning,  &c.  Act,  1909.

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  SOUTH 
STONEHAM  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  second  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  ended  March  31st,  1914. 

General  Maintenance  During  the  Past  Year. 

The  number  of  days  upon  which  rain  fell  during  the  summer 
was  about  an  average,  and  while  no  prolonged  spell  of  fine  weather 
was  experienced  the  rain  was  not  abnormal.  This  was  followed 
by  a  comparatively  dry  winter,  although  considerable  rain  fell 
in  March,  trying  the  roads  severely.  One  slight  fall  of  snow  only 
was  experienced  at  the  latter  end  of  December,  but  this  heralded 
in  severe  frosts,  which  continued  for  practically  the  whole  of  the 
month  of  January.  On  the  whole  the  roads  withstood  this  very 
well,  although  there  were  isolated  cases  where  the  thaw  showed 
up  weak  spots  in  the  roads. 

The  motor  traffic  on  the  roads  continues  to  increase,  not 
only  in  numbers,  but  in  weight.  Those  portions,  however,  which 
have  been  surfaced  with  granite  and  tarred  are  standing  this 
exceedingly  well,  but  in  parts  where  the  roads  are  made  up  with 
gravel — as  recently  as  six  months  ago — wear  is  already  apparent. 
This  shows  that  gravel  on  these  roads  is  useless,  and  in  the  end 
infinitely  more  costly  than  granite.  I  would  not  advocate. 
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however,  that  the  whole  of  the  roads  be  so  surfaced  at  present 
as  the  conditions  of  traffic  do  not  necessitate  it.  I  do  advise 
though  that  the  use  of  granite  be  continued  and  extended,  as 
there  are  still  several  roads  subjected  to  traffic  far  too  heavy  for 
a  gravel  surface. 

Surface  tarring  has  been  carried  out  on  55,000  square  yards 
of  road,  and  the  benefit  of  this  is  apparent,  not  only  in  prolonging 
the  life  of  the  road  and  so  reducing  its  cost,  but  in  reducing  the 
dust  in  the  summer  and  mud  in  the  winter  ;  giving  also  a  smoother 
surface  for  traction  and  walking  ;  and  the  surface  dries  much 
quicker  when  so  treated  than  on  the  untreated  roads.  In  addition 
to  the  ordinary  refined  tar,  Fluxphalte — a  Mexican  Lake  Asphalte 
composition — was  used  in  Pleasure  House  Road,  North  Stoneham, 
and  this  has  given  excellent  results.  ^ 

Glutrin — a  gravel  binder — was  experimented  with  at  Botley, 
but  the  quantity  allowed  me  was  not  sufficient  to  surface  with 
so  strong  a  solution  as  was  required.  On  the  whole,  however, 
it  proved  successful,  and  for  some  considerable  time  the  portion 
treated  was  quite  dustless. 

Rolling  has  been  continuous  throughout  the  year,  with  the 
exception  of  10  weeks  in  the  summer  for  repairs,  etc.,  and  for 
two  weeks  in  January  owing  to  the  frost. 

Two  thousand  four  hundred  and  twenty  tons  of  granite  and 
flint  have  been  purchased  and  remained  in  store  through  the 
year,  of  which  1,934  tons  have  been  consolidated,  leaving  a  balance 
of  486  tons  to  be  carried  forward  in  stock  for  the  ensuing  twelve 
months. 

Five  thousand  and  seven  cubic  yards  of  gravel  have  been  dug 
and  purchased,  2,328  yards  remaining  in  store  from  last  year, 
of  which  4,682  yards  have  been  used  and  2,653  yards  remain  in 
store  for  next  year. 

Steam  Rolling. 

The  steam  roller  was  engaged  in  consolidating  material  for 
242  days,  which  time  compares  with  284-^  days  it  was  in  use 
last  year.  The  difference  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that 
more  extensive  repairs  were  necessary  this  year  to  the  engine 
and  plant,  and  to  the  severe  frosts  experienced  in  January.  I 
deemed  it  advisable  to  have  the  engine  repainted,  it  not  having 
been  touched  since  it  was  purchased  in  1906. 

A  new  tank  for  the  water  cart  was  purchased  and  fitted. 
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Improvements. 

(1)  Construction  of  Footpath,  Burgess  Street. 

The  roadside  waste  was  made  up  and  a  footpath  constructed 
for  a  length  of  about  50  yards,  effecting  a  great  improvement 
and  adding  considerably  to  the  appearance  of  the  road.  No 
preliminary  estimate. 

(2)  Tarring  Footpaths  at  Netley. 

The  footpaths  in  Station  and  Victoria  Roads,  Netley,  were 
tarred,  making  them  much  better  to  walk  on  and  also  keeping 
them  neater  and  cleaner.  The  estimated  cost  for  this  was  £18, 
the  actual  cost  being  £17  8s.  id. 

(3)  Culvert  at  North  End. 

The  culvert  at  the  junction  of  North  End  Road  and  Stoneham 
Lane — a  double  circular  brick  construction — was  broken  in,  and 
was  continually  becoming  stopped  up,  causing  flooding  on  the 
roads  above.  It  was  decided  to  replace  this  with  a  reinforced 
concrete  single  waterway  at  a  cost  of  £69  8s.  4d.,  which  was 
shared  equally  with  the  Eastleigh  Urban  District  Council. 

(4)  Widening  Grange  Lane. 

Grange  Lane  at  its  junction  with  the  Portsmouth  Road  for  a 
distance  of  50  yards  from  12  feet — its  present  width — to  15  feet. 
The  estimated  cost  of  this  was  £4,  the  actual  cost  being  £4  5s.  od. 

(5)  Widening  Grange  Lane. 

This  road  was  widened  at  its  lower  end  and  a  footpath 
constructed  by  setting  back  the  frontages  of  two  strips  of  un¬ 
developed  land,  enhancing  the  appearance  as  well  as  the  utility 
of  the  road.  The  cost  of  this  was  estimated  to  be  £5  its  actual 
cost  being  £5  8s.  6d. 

(6)  Reconstruction  of  Lake  Culvert,  Arlington  Lane. 

This  culvert  was  reconstructed,  the  old  one  becoming  defective 
and  unsafe  for  traffic.  The  new  one  was  widened  to  21  feet. 
The  whole  cost  was  £68  8s.  od.,  which  was  borne  equally  between 
this  and  the  Winchester  Rural  District  Counci  . 
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(7)  Piping  and  Filling  in  Ditch  in  Wimpson  Lane, 
Millbrook. 

By  filling  in  this  ditch  the  roadway  was  widened  at  its 
narrowest  and  most  heavily  trafficked  part.  A  great  improvement 
was  thereby  effected  at  a  cost  of  £5  los.  3d.,  as  compared  with 
the  estimated  cost  of  £7. 

(8)  Storm  Water  Drain,  Chapel  Street,  Bitterne. 

A  short  length  of  storm  water  drain  was  laid  in  Chapel 
Street,  Bitterne,  at  a  cost  of  £2  15s.  od. 

(g)  Culvert,  Allington  Lane,  West  End. 

This  culvert  was  repaired  and  strengthened  at  a  cost  of 
£19  15s.  od.,  and  should  now  last  for  some  time. 

(10)  Clearing  Sight,  Keepers  Bottom,  Hound. 

The  sight  round  the  bend  at  the  above  spot  was  cleared  by 
lowering  the  bank  and  cutting  back  the  trees  and  hedge,  and  so 
giving  a  clear  view  round  the  bend.  The  estimated  cost  of  this 
was  £3,  its  actual  cost  being  £2  7s.  iid. 

(11)  Widening  of  Snakemoor  Road,  Botley. 

Two  improvements  were  carried  out  in  this  road  by  cutting 
back  the  banks  and  filling  in  the  ditches  on  either  side  of  the 
road,  and  so  adding  considerable  width  to  the  road  and  giving 
a  clear  sight  down  the  road.  Great  help  in  land,  labour  and 
materials  was  given  by  the  various  residents  in  the  neighbourhood, 
and  the  cost  to  you  for  manual  labour  was  only  £3  i8s.  3d.,  the 
estimated  cost  being  £5. 

(12)  Widening  of  Bubb  Lane,  West  End. 

This  road  was  widened  by  setting  back  the  bank  and  filling 
in  the  ditch,  increasing  its  width  from  12  feet  to  21  feet.  Very 
great  help  was  again  given  by  the  residents  in  land,  labour  and 
materials,  and  the  whole  cost  to  you  was  £4  i6s.  3d.,  instead  of 
£7,  as  estimated,  owing  to  the  team  labour  being  given  free  of 
cost  to  you. 

(13)  Retaining  Wall  and  Strengthening  of  Culvert  at 
Lowford,  Bursledon, 

The  retaining  wall  and  fencing  at  the  above  culvert  were 
replaced  with  concrete  and  iron,  while  the  culvert  was  strengthened 
with  a  layer  of  concrete.  The  cost  of  this  work  was  £13  los.  od. 
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Improvements  to  be  Carried  Out. 

Those  corners  at  the  junction  of  Burnett’s  Lane  with  Bubb 
Lane,  West  End. 

Trees  and  Hedges. 

One  hundred  and  seven  notices  for  the  lopping  and  cutting 
of  trees  and  hedges  have  been  issued  this  year.  Not  nearly  so 
many  were  required  to  be  sent  this  year,  as  the  work  was  carried 
out  thoroughly  the  previous  season.  This  year  again  the  notices 
have  been  well  complied  with,  to  the  great  advantage  of  the  roads. 

Estimates  and  Expenditure. 

The  estimated  expenditure  on  District  Roads  for  the  year 
ended  March  31st,  1914,  was  £3,478  17s.  6d.,  which  was  raised 
by  various  sums  to  £3637  5s.  8d.,  the  actual  expenditure  being 
£3,500  9s.  od.,  while  receipts  amounted  to  £72  14s.  6d.,  thus 
showing  a  saving  on  the  year  of  £209  iis.  2d.,  which  compare 
with  a  saving  of  £133  12s.  yd.  on  the  estimate  of  the  year  1912-1913. 
when  the  receipts  were  £125  9s.  3d.  I  estimate  £3.476  i6s.  3d. 
will  be  required  for  the  maintenance  of  District  Roads  during 
the  ensuing  twelve  months.  This  estimate  allows  for  the  surface 
tarring  of  65,000  sq.  yards  of  road. 

Various. 

A  Grant  of  £60  has  been  obtained  from  the  Road  Board  in 
respect  of  the  Surface  Tarring  of  Alma  Road,  and  Burgess  Street. 

Plans  and  Estimates  amounting  to  £2,998  have  been  pre¬ 
pared  and  presented  to  the  Hamble  Parish  Council  for  the  widen 
ing  to  25  feet,  and  repair  of  Satchell  Lane.  In  respect  of  this 
the  Local  Government  Board  have  been  asked  whether  they 
are  prepared  to  sanction  this  work  being  carried  out  as  a  special 
expense  to  the  Hamble  and  Hound  Parishes  should  they  agree 
to  it. 

A  plan  and  estimate  amounting  to  £533  have  been  prepared 
for  the  widening  of  Mousehole  Lane,  Bitterne,  to  26  feet,  inclu¬ 
ding  a  footpath,  and  are  under  consideration.  A  further 
estimate  of  £45  for  the  rounding  off  of  the  corner  at  the  Junction 
of  Brewery  Hill  with  Mousehole  Lane,  Bitterne,  was  deferred  to 
the  April  Meeting. 

A  short  cut  of  140  yards  from  the  West  End  Road  to  the 
Telegraph  Wood  Estate  is  to  be  made  up  at  an  estimated  cost 
of  £60  at  the  expense  of  the  Telegraph  Wood  Estate  and  taken 
over  by  the  Council  when  completed. 

A  new  tar  boiler  has  been  purchased  at  a  cost  of  £26  15s.  od. 
to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  the  present  machine. 
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Extensions.

4  openings  for  connections  and  repairs. 

Southampton  Electricity  Department — 

Extension  to  Chilworth. 

In  addition  21  openings  have  been  made  for  connection 
up  to  sewers  and  water  mains.
